10 Then Simon Peter having a sword 
drew it, and smote the high priest's 
servant, and cut off his right ear. The 
servant 8 name was Malchus. 

11 Then said Jesus unto Peter, Put 



up thy sword into the sheath: the 
cup which my Father hath given me, 
shall I not drink it? 

12 Then the band and the captain 
and officers of the Jews took Jesus, 
and .bound him, 

ISAndledhimaway to Annas first; for 
he was father in law to Caiapha8,which 
was the high priest that same year. 

14 Now Caiaphas was he. which gave 
counsel to the Jews, that it was ex- 
pedient that one man should die for 
thepeople. 

15 1 And Simon Peter followed Jesus, 
and «o did another disciple: that dis- 
ciple was known unto the high priest, 
and went in with Jesus into tiie palace 
ofthe high priest. 

16 But Peter stood at the door with- 
out. Then went out that other disciple, 
which was known unto the high priest, 
and spake unto her that kept the door, 
and brought in Peter. 

17 Then saith the damsel that kept 
the door unto Peter, Art not thou also 
(m« of this man's disciples P He saith, 
I axil not. 

18 And the servants and officers stood 
there, whohadmadeafireof coals; for 
it was cold: and they warmed them- 
selves: and Peter stood with them, 
and warmed himself. 

19 IT The high priest then asked Jesos 
of his disciples, and of his doctrine. 

20 Jesus answered him, I spake open-

charge to Peter. 



10 JesoB saith unto them, Bnng of the 
fish which ye have now cawjht. 

11 Simon Peter went up, and drew 
the net to land full of great fishes, an 
hmidred and fifty and tl\ree : and for 
all there were so many, yet was not 
the net broken. 

12 Jesus saith unto them. Come and 
Sne, And none of the disciples durst 
ask hhn, Who art thou? knowing that 
it was the Lord. 

13 Jesus then cometh, and taketh 
bread, and giveth them, and fish like- 
wise. 

14 This is now the third time that 
Jesos shewed himself to his disci- 
ples, after that he was risen from 
the dead. 

15 IF So when they had dined, Jesus 
saith to Simon Peter, Simon, son of Jo- 
nas, lovest thou me more than these P 
He saith unto him. Yea. Lord: thou 
knowest that I love thee. Hesaithunto 
him. Feed my lambs. 

16 He saith to him again the second 
time, Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou 
me ? He saith unto him. Yea, Lord ; 
thou knowest that I love thee. He 
saith unto him, f eed my sheep. 

17 He saith unto him the third time, 
Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me ? 
Peter was grieved because he saidimto 
him the third time, Lovest thou meP 
And he said unto him. Lord, thou 
knowest all things ; thou knowest that 
I love thee. Jesus saith unto .him. 
Feed my sheep.

16 Then remembered I the word of 
the Lord, how that he said, John in- 
deed baptized with water ; but ye shall 
be ba])tized with the Holy Ghost. 

17 Forasmuch then as God gave them 
the like gift as he did unto us, who be- 
lieved on the Lord Jesus Christ ; what 
was I, that I could withstand God? 

18 When they heard these thing 
they held their peace, and glorim ^ 
God, saying. Then hath God also to the 
Gentiles granted repentance unto life. 

19 "If Now they which were scattered 
abroad upon the persecution that arose 
about Stephen travelled as fiir as Phe- 
nice, and Cypni8.and Antioch, preach- 
ing the word to none but unto the Jews 
only. 

20 And some of them were men of 
Cyprus and Cyrene, which, when they 
were come to Antioch, spake unto the 
Grecians, preaching the Lord Jesus. 

21 And the hand of the Lord was with 
them : and a great number believed, 
and turned unto the Lord. 

22 "If Then tidings of these things came 
unto the ears of the church which was 
in Jerusalem : and they sent forth Bar- 
nabas, that he should go as far as An- 
tioch. 

23 Who, when he came, and had seen 
the grace of God, was glad, and exhort- 
ed them all, that with purpose of heart 
they would cleave imto the Lord. 

24 For he was a good man, and full of 
the Hob' Ghost and of faith : and much 
people was added unto the Lord. 

25 Then departed Barnabas to Tarsus, 
for to seek Saul: 

26 And when he had found him, he 
brought him unto Antioch. And it 
came to pass, that a whole year they 
assembled thmselyesw^th the church, 
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onthrouKh one street; and forthwith 
the aneel departed from him. 
11 And when Petsr was come to him- 
self, he said. Now I know of a surety, 
that the Lord hath sent his an^el, and 
hath delivered me out of the hand of 
Herod, and/rom all tiie expectation of 



the peonle of the Jews. 

12 And when he had considered the 
thinfft he came to the house of Mary 
the mother of John, whose surname 
was Mark; where many were gathered 
together praying. 

13 And as Peter knocked at tlie door 
of the gate, a damsel came to hearken, 
named Rhoda. 

14 And when she knew Peter's voiee, 
she opened not the gate for gladness, 
but ran in, and told how Peter stood 
before the gate. 

15 And they said unto her. Thou art 
mad. But she constantly aflinned that 
it was even so. Then said they. It is 
his angel. 

16 But Peter continued knocking: 
and when they had opened the door, 
and saw him, they were astonished. 

17 But he, beckoning unto them with 
the hand to hold their peace, declared 
unto them how the Lord had brought 
him out of the prison. Andhesaid,Go 
shew these things unto James, and to 
the brethren. And he departed, and 
went into another place. 

18 Now as soon as it was day. there 
was no small stir among the soldiers, 
what was become of Peter. 

19 And when Hei*od had sought for 
him, and found him not, he examined 
the keepers, and commanded that they 
should be put to death. And he went 
down from Judaea to Csesarea, and 
there abode. 

20 "If And Herod was highly displeas- 
ed with them of Tyre and Sidon : but 
they came with one accord to him, 
and, having made Blastus the king's 
chamberlain their friend, desired 
peace; because their coimtry was 
nourished by the king's country. 

21 And upon a set day Herod, arrayed 
in royal apparel, sat upon his throne, 
and made an oration imto them. 

. 22 And the people gave a shout, gay- 
ing. It is the voice of a god, and not of 
a man. 

23 And immediately the angel of the 
Lord smote him, because he gave not 
God the glory: and he was eaten of 
worms, and gave up the ghost. 

21 If But the word of God grew and 
multiplied. 

25 And Barnabas and Saul returned 
from Jerusalem, when they had ful- 
filled their ministry, and took with 
them John, whose surname was 
JBfark. 



CHAPTER XUI.

48 Aa many aa tvera ordatned to 
life believed. 

NOW there were in the church that 
was at Antioch certain prophets 
and teachers: as Barnabas, and Simeon 
that was called Niger, and Lucius of 
Cyrene, and Manaen, which had been 
brought up with Herod the tetraroh, 
and Saul. 

2 As they ministered to the Lord, and 
fasted, the Holy Ghost said. Separate 
me Barnabas and Saul for the work 
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15 And after the reading of the law 
and the prophets the rulers of the syn- 
agof^ue sent onto them, saying, re men 
and brethren, if ye have any word of 
exhortation for the people, say on. 

16 Then Paul stood up, and beckoning 
with hit hand said. Men of Israel, and 
je that fear God, give aadience. 

17 The God of this people of Israel 1 
chose our fathers, and exalted the peo- t 
pie when they dwelt as strangers in 
the land of E!?ypt, and with an high 
arm brought he them out of it. 

18 And about the time of forty years 
sofTered he their manners in me wil- 
derness. 

19 And when he bad destroyed seven 
nations in the land of Chanaan, he di- 
vided their land to them by lot. 

20 And after that he gave unto them 
Judges about the space of four hun- 
ared and fifty years, until Samuel the 
prophet. 

21 And afterward they desired a king : 
and God gave unto them Saul the son 
of Cis, a man of the tribe of liei^jamin, 
by the space of forty years. j 

22 And when be had removed him, he ' 
raised up unto them David to bo their 
king ; to whom also he gave testimony, 
and said, I have found David the son 
of Jesse, a man after mine own heart, ] 
which sfiaU fiilftl all mv will. 

23 Of this man's seed hath God ac- 
oordinff to his promise raised unto Is- 
rael a Saviour, Jesus: 

24 When John had first preached be- 
fore his coming the baptism of repent- 
ance to all the people of Israel. 

25 And as John tulftUed his course, 
be said. Whom think ye that I am? I 
am not he. But, behold, there cometh 
one after me, whose 8ho«s oihU feet I 
am not worthy to loose. 

26 Men and brethren, children of the 
stock of Abraham, and whosoever a- 
xnong you feareth God, to you is the 
word of this salvation sent. 

27 For they that dwell at Jerusalem, 
and their rulers, because they knew 
bim not, nor yet the voices of the pro- 
phets which are read every sabbath 
day, they have fulfilled th»m in con- 
demning him, , , 

28 Ana though they found no cause 
of death in him, yet desired they Pilate 
that he should be slain. 

29 And when they had fulfilled all 
that was written of him, they, took 
%im down ft'om the tree, and laid him 
in a sepulchre. 

80 But God raised him from the dead : 

81 And he was seen many days of 
them which came up with him from 
Galilee to Jerusalem, who are his wit- 
nesses unto the peo])le. 

2^ And wd declare uuto yoa glad tid- 
1^ 
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was before their city, brought oxen and 
Karlands unto the gates, and would 
nave done sacrifice with the people. 

14 Which when the apostles, Bam»* 
has and Paul, heard o/, they rent their 
clothes, and ran in among the people, 
crying out, 

l.T And saying, Sirs, why do ye these 
things? We also are men of like pas- 
sions with you, and preach unto you 
that ye should turn tVom these vani- 
ties unto the living God, which made 
heaven, and earth, and the sea, and all 
things that are therein: 

16 Who in times past suffered aU na- 
tions to walk in their own ways. 

17 Nevertheless he left not himself 
without witness, in that he did good, 
and gave us rain from heaven, and 
fruitml seasons, filling our hearts with 
food and gladness. 

18 And with these sayings scarce re- 
strained they the people, that they had 
not done sacrifice unto them. 

19 % And there came thither certain 
Jews from Antioch and Iconiuni, who 
persuaded the people, and, having 
stoned Paul, drew him out of the city, 
supposing he had been dead. 

20 Howbeit, as the disdples stood 
round about him, he rose up, and came 
into the city: and the next day he de- 
parted with Barnabas to Derbe. 

21 And when they had preached the 
gospel to that city, and had taught 
many, they i-etumed again to Lystra, 
and to Iconium, and Antioch, 

22 Confirming the sovds of the disd- 
ples, and exhorting them to continue 
m the faith, and that we must through 
much tribulation enter into the king- 
dom of God. 

23 And when they had ordained them 
elders in every church, and had prayed 
with fasting, they commended them to 
the Lord, on whom they believed, 

24 And after they had passed throufl^-* 
out Pisidia, they came to Pamphylia. 

25 And when they had preached the 
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84 Notwithstanding it pleased Silai 
to abide there still. 

85 Paul also and Barnabas continuec 
in Antioch, teaching and preaching th< 
word of the Lord, with many othen 
^so. 

86 ^ And some days after Paul saic 
unto Barnabas, Let us go again anc 
"Visit our brethren in every city when 
we have preached the word of the Lord 
and see how they do. 

87 And Barnabas determhied to tak< 
with them John, whose somame wai 
Hark. 

88 But Paul thought not good to takt 
him with them, who departed fi'on 
them from Pamphj'lia, and went noi 
with them to the work. 

89 And the contention was so sharj 
between them,that they departed asun 
der one fVom the other: and so Bama 
bas took Mark, and sailed unto Cyprus 

40 And Paul chose Silas, and depart 
ed,being recommended by the brethrei 
unto the grace of God. 
' 41 And he went through Syria an< 
Cilicia, confirming the churches. 

CHAPTER XVI. 
1 Paul having einmmetted Timothy, 7 am 
being eaUed by th» Spirit from one countr 
to atiother, 14 eotiverteth Lydia, 16 ccutet 
out a apirit of divintUion. 19 For to/iie 
eauM he and Silaa are whipped and im 

r\»oned. 36 The priaon doora are opene« 
The jailor te converted, 87 and they at 
dMvered, 

fpHEK came he to Derbe and Lye 
X tra: and, behold, a certain discipl 
was there, named Timotheus, the soi 
of a certain woman, which was a Jew 
ess, and believed; but his father tea 
a Greek: 

2 Which was well reported of by th 
brethren that were at Lystra and. Ice 
nium. 

8 Him would Paul have to go fortl 
"With him; and took and circumcise* 
him because of the Jews which wer 
in those quarters: fur they knew al 
that his father was a Greek. 

4 And as they went through the ci 
ties, they delivered them the decree 
for to keep, that were ordained of t!i 
apostles and elders which were at Je 
rusalem. 

5 And so were the churches establish 
ed in the faith, and increased in uum 
ber daily. 

6 Now when they had gone through 
oat Phrygia and the region of Galatia 
and were forbidden of the Holy Ghos 
to preach the word in Asia. 

7 After they were come to Mysia, the; 
assayed to go into Bithynia: but th 
Spirit BUlTered them not. 

8 And they passing by Mysia cam 
down to Troaa. 
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The jaU<yr converted. THE ACTS, XVIL Paulpreacketh Christ. 

25 ^ And at midnight Paul and Silas 
prayed, and sang praises unto God: 
and the prisoners heard them. 

2« And suddenly there was a great 
earthquake, so that the foundations of 
the prison were shaken : and imme- 
diately zM the doors were opened, and 
every one's bands were loosed. 

27 And the keeper of the prison awak- 
ing out of his sleep, and seeing the pri- 
son doors open, he drew out his sword, 
and would have killed himself, suppos- 
ing that the prisoners had been tied. 

28 But Paul cried with a loud voice, 



8a\ing, Bo thyself no harmt for we are 
all here. 

29 Then he called for a light, and 
sprang in. and came trembling, and 
fell down before Paul and Silas, 

80 And brought them out, and said. 
Sire, what must I do to be saved ? 

81 And they said. Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, 
and thy house. 

82 And they spake unto him the word 
of the Lord, and to all that were in 
his house. 

88 And he took them the same hour 
of the night, and washed their stripes; 
and was baptized, he and all nis, 

84 And when he had brought them in- 
to his house, he set meat before them, 
and rejoiced, believing in God with all 
his house. 

85 And when it was day, the magis- 
trates sent the seijeants, saving, Let 
those men go. 

86 And the keeper of the prison told 
this saj'ing to Paul, The magistrates 
have sent to let you go: now therefore 
depart, and go in peace. 

87 «ut Paul said unto them. They 
ho<re beaten us openly uneondemned, 
lining Romans, and have cast us into 
JSrison; and now do they thrust us out 
pnvily ? nay verily ; but let them come 
themselves and fetch us out. 

88 And the seijeants told these words 
unto the magistrates: and t!iey fear- 
ed, when they heard that they were 
Bomans. 

39 And they came and besought 
them, and brought them out, and de- 
sired them to depart out of the city. 

40 And they went out of the prison, 
and entered into tTie hottse o/'Lydia; 
and when they had seen the brethren, 
they comforted them, and departed.

10 f And the brethren immediately 
sent away Paul and Silas by night unto 
Berea: who coming thither went iato 
the synagogue of the Jews. 

11 These were more noble than those 
in Thessalonica, in that they received 
the word with all readiness of mind, 
and searched the scriptures daily, whe- 
ther those things were so. 

12 Therefore many of them believed; 
also of honourable women which were 
Greeks, and of men, not a few. 

18 But when the Jews of Thessalonica 
had knowledge that the word of God 
was preached of Paul at Berea, they 
came thither also, and stirred up the 
people. 

14 Andthenimmediately the brethren 
sent away Paul to go as it were to the 
sea: but Silas ana Timotheus abode 
there stilL 

15 And they that conducted Paul 
brought him unto Athens: and receiv- 
ing a commandment unto Silas and 
Timotheus for to come to him with all 
speed, they departed. 

16 f Now while Paul waited for them 
at Athens, his spirit was stirred inhim. 
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5 These going before tarried for us at 
Troas. 

6 And we sailed away from Pliilippi 
after the days of unleavened bread, and 
came unto them to Troas in five days; 
where we abode seven days. 

7 And apon the first day of the week, 
when the disciples came together to 
break bread, Paul preached unto them, 
ready to depart on the moirow: and 
continued his speech until midnight. 

8 And there were many lights in the 
upper chamber, where they were ga- 
thered together. ' 

9 And there sat in a window a certain 
young man named Eutychus, being 
rallen into a deep sleep: and as Paul 
was long preaching, he sunk down with 
sleep, and fell down fh>m the third 
loft, and was taken up dead. 

10 And Paul went down, and fell on 
him, and embracing him said. Trouble 
not yourselves : for his life is in him. 

11 Wlien he therefore was come up 
again, and had broken bread, and eat- 
en, and talked a long while, even till 
break of day, so he departed. 

12 And they brought the youiup man 
alive, and were not a little comforted. 

IS IT And we went before to ship, and 
sailed unto Assos, there intending to 
take in Paul : for so had he appointed, 
minding himself to go afoot. 

14 And when he met with us at 
Assos, we took him in, and came to 
JUitylene. 

15 And we sailed thence, and came 
the next day over against Chios ; and 
the next day we arrived at Samos, and 
tarried at Trogy Ilium; and the next 
day we came to Miletus. 

16 For Paul had determined to sidl by 
Ephesus, because he would not spend 
the time in Asia; for he hasted, if it 
were possible for him, to be at Jerusa- 
lem the day of Pentecost. 

17 % And ftrom Miletus he sent to 
Ephesus, and called the eldera of the 
church. 

18 And when they were come to him, 
he said urito them. Ye know, fh>m the 
first day that I came into Asia, after 
what manner I have been with you at 
all seasons, 

19 Serving the Lord with all humility 
of mind, and with roanv tears, and 
temptations, which befell me by the 
l>ing In wait of the Jews: 

20 And how I kept back nothing that 
was profitable unto you. but have shew- 
ed you, and have taught you publick- 
ly, and from house to house, 

21 Testifying both to the Jews, and 
also to tlie Greeks, repentance toward 
God, and faith toward our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

22 And now, behold, I go bound in 
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Conspiracy TH£ ACTS, XXTL against PauL

NOW concerning the things whereof 
ye wrote unto me: It t$ good for 
a man not to touch a woman. 

2 Nevertheless, to avoid fornication, 
kt every man have his own wife, and 
let every woman have her own hus- 
l)an<L 

8 Let the husband render unto the 
wife due benevolence: and likewise 
also the wife unto the husband. 

4 The wife hath not power of her 
own body, but the husband: and like- 
wise also the husband hath not power 
of his own body, but the wife.. 

5 Defraud ye not one the other, except 
it be with consent for a time, that ye 
may give yourselves to fasting and 

Srayer ; and come together again, that 
atan tempt you not for your incon- 
tinency. 

6 But I speak this by permission, anff 
sot of commandment. 

7 For I would that all men were even 
as I myself. But every man hath his 
proper gift of God, one after this man- 
ner, and another after that. 

8 I say therefore to the unmarried 
and widows. It is good for them if they 
abide even as I. 

9Butif they cannot contain, let them 
marry : for dt is better to marry than 
to bum. 

10 And unto the married I command, 
2/et not I, but the Lord, Let not the 
wife depart from hef husband: 

11 But and if she depart, let her re- 
main unmarried, or be reconciled to 
Aer husband : and let not the husband 
put away Ms wife. 

12 But to the rest speak I, not the 
Lord: If any brother hath a wife that 
believeth not, and she be pleased to 
dwell with him, let him not put her 
away. 

13 And the woman which hath an 
husband that believeth not, and if he 
be pleased to dwell with her, let her 
not leave him. 

U For the unbelieving husband is 
sanctified by the wife, and the unbe- 
lieving wife is sanctified by the hus- 
band : else were your children unclean 
but now are they holy. 

15 But if the unbelieving depart, let 
him depart. A brother or a sister is 
not under bondage in such ccuet : but 
God hath called us to peace. 

16 For what knowest thou, O wife, 
whether thou shalt save thj/ husband H 
or how knowest thou, O man, whether 
thou shalt save thif wifeP 

17 But as God hath distributed to 
•very man, as the Lord hath called 
every one, so let him walk. And so 
ordain I in all churches. 

18 Is any man called being circum- 
cised? let him not become luicircum- 
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what he will, he siimeth not : let them

CHAPTER VIII. 

1 To abstain from meat* offered to idola. 8, 9 
We muH not abuse ortr Christian liberty, 
to the offence of onr brethren: U but mitst 
bridle our knowtedffe with duarity. 

NOW as toachinsT things oflTered un- 
to idols, we know that we all have 
knowledge. Knowledge puffeth up, but 
charity edifieth. 

2 And if any man think that he know- 
eth any thing, he knoweth nothing yet 
as he ought to know. 

8 But if any man love God, the same 
is known of him. 

4 As concerning therefore the eating 
of those tilings that are offered in sacri- 
fice mito idols, we know that an idol is 
nothing in the world, and that tkere 
it none other God but one. 

6 For though there be that are called 
gods, whether in heaven or in earth, (as 
there be gods many, and lords many,) 

6 But to us there i» but one God, the 
Father, of whom are all things, and we 
in him ; and one Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom are all things, and we by him. 

7 Howbeit there is not in every man 
that knowledge: for some with con- 
science of the idol unto this hour eat 
it &B s. thing offered unto an idol; 
and their conscience being weak is 
defiled. 

8 But meat commendeth us not to 
God: for neither, if we eat, are we the 
better; neither, if we eat not, are we 
the worse. 

9 But take heed lest by any means 
this liberty of yours become a stum- 
blingblock to them that are weak. 

10 For if any man see thee which hast 
knowledge sit at meat in the idol's 
temple, shall not the conscience of him 
which is weak be emboldened to eat 
those things which are offered to idols: 

11 And through thy knowledge shall 
the weak brother perish, for whom 
Christ died? 

12 But when ye sin so against the 



brethren, and wound their weak < 
science, ye sin against Christ. 
13 Wherefore, if meat make my bro- 
ther to offend, I will eat no flesh while 
the world standeth, lest I make my 
brother to offend. 

CHAPTER IX.
